GCSE RESULTS REACH 
HIGHEST EVER LEVELS 


STUDENTS across Barking and 
Dagenham are celebrating after 
another year of record-breaking 
GCSE results. 

The overall percentage for pupils 
achieving five or more A* - C 
grades (including English and 
maths) reached its highest ever 
level.
